The nurses at Northwest Texas 
Hospital are going to miss old 
Hypo. 


"He walks with me up to my 


door and stands there until I'm 
inside and have the light on," 
one nurse says of Hypo, the 
loyal honey-colored collie which 
the dogcatcher and police final- 
ly collared 
on the 
hospital 


grounds. 


Hypo had been a celebrated 


character around the hospital 
for more than two years. When 
nurses quit work at night he es- 
corted them to their cars. Hypo 
also was sort of an unofficial 
guard in front of the nurses' 
dormitors. 


As the story goes—and no one 


can confirm it—Hypo's owner 
died in 
the 
hospital. 
Hypo 


stayed on. 


Further, according to local 


folklore, his owner drove a Vol- 
kswagen which was taken away 
after his death. This is the rea- 
son, some say, Hypo chased 
cars, but only 
Volkswagens, 


then faithfully turned

Alice 
Tillman. 22, is attempting to 
live her life as normally as pos- 
sible 


A graduate of Arkansas State 


University in Jonesboro, Miss 
Tillman attempted to get a job 
leaching in a public school sys- 
tem, but was turned down. 


Now she is teaching and act- 


ing as a librarian at Arkansas 
Enterprises for the Blind here. 


Miss Tillman followed the ad- 


vice of her instructor at ASU 
and did her student teaching at 
the Arkansas Blind School here. 


"I had a teacher who believed 


I could not be successful in the 
public school," she said. How- 
ever, Miss Tillman says while 
she is not bitter about her sit- 
uation, she feels she would have 
had more of a chance to teach 
in a public school if she had 
done her student teaching in a 
pubjic school system. 


She said that the public needs 


to be informed that blind or 
partially sighted persons are 
capable of "doing and achiev- 
ing." 


"The main thing is that blind 


people can be capable of doing 
and achieving," she said, "and 
many others have achieved a 
great deal more than I have." 


She said she would suggest 


that young blind people "do as 
best they can scholastically and 
achieve independence in col- 
lege." 


She said when they look for 


employment after college, "I 
know they will have disappoint- 
ments... they just have to keep 
trying and putting in (job) ap- 
plications." 


She said her partial vision is 


caused by scar tissue on the 
retina. 


It was discovered by her 


mother when she was 8 years 
old. 
Miss Tillman 
said 
her 


mother noticed she was holding 
a text book too closely. She said 
she did not even notice it her- 
self. 


"It is hard for a child to 


realize what you are supposed 
to see," she said. 


She said her teachers thought 


she was "lazy" because she 
stopped doing her school work 
during that period. 


Because there is no way to 


detect the problem by looking 
at her, she said she had gone 
to several doctors before her 
problem was discovered. 


She cannot read handwriting, 


and reads large print with the 
aid of special glasses. Some- 
times she cannot see people un- 
less they are moving. 


However, she has been show- 


ing Tennessee Walking horses 
for three years and has been 
quite successful. 


She said her only difficulty 


was in keeping her horse in 
stride. 


"Other people can make you 


break your gate," she said, ex- 
plaining that other riders some- 
times ait in front of her horse, 
causing it to lose its stride. 


She said she shows the horses 


"partly by sight and partly by 
sound." 


For practicing, her father, 


John Tillman, has built an arena 
at the Tillman ranch near Para- 
gould. Before the ring was built, 
Miss Tillman said she used to 
ride in the front yard, but that 
was difficult because of the 
trees. 


She has successfully riden her 


horses in shows without most 
people detecting that she can- 
not see. 


She recounts one time when 


the judge kept using arm mo- 
tions to tell her to come to the 
center of the ring to accept first 
place. 


"I just kept riding around the 


arena, until somebody yelled at 
me," she said. 


In a few weeks, she is plan- 


ning on riding in a show spon- 
sored by the Lions Club in 
Jonesboro. She said she wants 
to ride in that show because the 
"Lions have done so much for 
the blind in Arkansas." 


Miss Tillman said she intends 


to return to school and get her 
master's degree, but she is not 
sure in what area—maybe in 
rehabilitation she says.
